Adams, An Issue 
I'M) Years Ago 


Gettysburg and Hunterstown 
were the two communities who 
fougiit to have the county seat 
of Adams established in their re­ 
spective communities, according 
to an historical sketch appearing 
in a recent issue of The Harris­ 
burg Telegraph 
There was also 
some dispute as to Hie establish­ 
ment of Adams county, according 
to the article which follows 
“In the decade covered by 1800 
to 1809 more count ies were erect­ 
ed rn Pennsylvania than in any 
other 
like 
period 
in 
history, 
seventeen being added to the 
list, all of them, except Adams, 
in the western purt of the state. 
By this time the p eo p le were re­ 
covering from the effects of the 
Revolutionary war and tile re­ 
construction period was rapidly 
populating unsettled an as which 
W'ere later destined to develop 
vast resources of coal, oil and 
timber 
* Adams county was established 
in 1800, But there was a divided 
sentiment, aa to separation from 
the western end of York county 
and tin- county seat 
Scotch* 
Irtsh settlers in the northern end 
of the district were in favor of it 
and the Dutch in the sou*hem 
part opposed, 
Th** Scotch-Irish 
element 
won out 
and
